Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Olexy and I discussed what 1 was looking for in the 112 
rejections, my interpretation of the claims, and use of references in the 102 rejections. My interpretation of the claims 
were given to Attorney Olexy as follows: a) the compound 5-aminolevulinic acid of claims 1 and 2, could contain at 
least one carbon isotope, or one nitorgen isotope, or could be an ester, amide, salt, hydrate, or solvate (with no isotope 
present). Attorney asked how claims could be written so that intended use would be taken into consideration. I was 
unable to answer that question, b) Claims 3 and 4 were interpreted as being repetitive, as it was unclear what the 
difference between a diagnostically and pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. Attorney Olexy agreed, c) The 112 first 
paragraph rejection of claims 1 and 3 were based on the fact that the claimed invention only detected the presence of a 
tumor via accumulation of 5-aminolevulinc acid in malignant and a true diagnosis of cancer must be made via the 
examination of tissue by a pathologist, d) Kennedy and Jichlinski references were used in 35 USC 102 rejections 
based on my interprepation of the 5-aminolevuiinic acid as a hydrate or solvate not containing an isotope. 
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
